Courts Asked

More than 500 township, police
and city courts .of California
with jurisdictions below that of
the Superior Court are failing
to give the people the type of
service demanded in a' modern,
growing state, and possible now
under a unified system of Coun-
ty Courts. g

This is the gist of the annual
report of the Committee on
County Courts filed today with
the State Bar of California. Be-
‘| fore ‘the committee’s  County
Court Plan is presented to the
Legislature, it will be debated
at the convention of the State
Bar of California in Coronado
Sept. 2428, ' At that time pro-
ponents and opponents will ana-
lyze the constitutional amend-
ment proposed by the Commit-
tee with the view to making it
as sound and practical d4s pos-
sible.

According to .the report, in-
stead of the “antiquated patch:
work” of overlapping and con-
flicting jurisdictions, - untrained
and underpaid = personnel, and
inefficient jumble which ' now
characterizes the present“sys-
tem,” the Committee proposes
that these courts, which serve
90 percent of the people, shall
be as, well administered as the
higher courts. The Committee
proposed the abolition of the
six classes of overlapping infer-
for , courts, including Justice
Courts,. Municipal _Courts . and

of a unified system' of County
Courts for each county.

This would mean abolition of
the Torrance City Court and of
{the Justice Courts in Gardena
and Inglewood which have juris-
diction over the Torrance-Lomita-
Gardena area.

One county judge for each
40,000 population would be pro-
vided as a substitute for the
smaller courts, under the plan.
